The 
church grew steadily under his care 
Father llodnett often visited Dixon 
and his followers he m always de­ 
lighted in having him visit the Dixon 
church. The good priest married ex- 
Count, y Treasurer M, Maloney and 
wife and his last visit to Dixon was 
tin* occasion of the marriage of Mr. 
Maloney’s daughter. .Miss Maine, to

F athe r Hodnett was born Feb. 2 
l v 15, at Clin, County Limerick , Ire 
land 
and though he left there

years ago never lost allegiance to the 
lai ¡1 of his birth. l'Te was active in

(.tit .y for the political, soeii! o 
e nnoirde betterment of Ireland, wm 
• n officer of Irish-American organiz- 
'/'itions and a liberal contributor t( 
all appeals from over the sea 
foi 
money. 
lie was a near relative of 
the Irish poet, Gerald Griffin. 
The priest had made a name for 
him» elf among churchmen as a stu­ 
dent of theology, beginning when as 
a boy of 1 h he defended his thesis 
at a concourse of the diocese of Kil- 
aloe, 
held at Xenagh. Tipperary, in 
1K63 
and won1 a scholarship !n the 
Irish college at 
Paris, 
France. Tie 
remained at the college three years 
and then came to Chicago. 
HF 
earlier education was obtained 
at 
St. Muncliin’s college, Limerick ; St 
FI a na n’s college, Ennis, and the col­ 
lege of the Vincentian F athers in 
Dublin. He completed his theologi­ 
cal studies at the seminary of St. 
. Mary of the Lak e. Chicago, and St. 
F rancis’ seminary, Milwauk ee. 
lie celebrated his first mass on 
Oct. 2, ls 67 , at the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception. Chicago, of 
which his cousin was then pastor, 
and of which F athe r Hodnett was 
pastor for the last nine years. After 
his ordination he was successively 
assigned to churches at, Watertown, 
Potosí, Lancaster and Oeonomowoc, 
all in Wisconsin, and at Lincoln, Ill­ 
inois. 
He was then called by Archbishop 
Peek an to organize the parish of St. 
Maine'ay in Chicago. During his 19 
years’ pastorate he built the present 
church, school and rectory of that 
parish. In 19 01 he took charge of the 
Church of the Immaculate Concep­ 
tion. 
For many years F athe r Hodnett
